Cladding to be stripped from block 
as a precaution after fire tragedy

CLADDING is to be stripped from a 
22-storey Haringey tower block 
after it was found to be the same as 
that covering Grenfell Tower. 

The cladding at River Apartments, in 
Cannon Road Tottenham, is being removed 
and replaced as a safety precaution. 

It follows tests which confirmed that 
the cladding on the main facade of the 
building is Reynobond PE, which is 
thought to have contributed to the rapid 
spread of fire at the west London block in 
which 79 people are so far known to have 
lost their lives. 

Residents of the shared ownership flats 
have been informed by the block’s owners 
Newlon Housing Trust and developers 
Galliford Try Partnerships, which built it, 
that expert consultants commissioned to 
determine whether the cladding is safe 
have advised that panels on the main 
facade were manufactured in the same way 
as those at Grenfell Tower. 

In a joint statement, they said that they 
have now received advice that the panels 
“are the type over which concerns have 
been raised”. 


They added: “As a precautionary mea¬ 
sure we have decided to remove the 
cladding and replace it with a suitable, rig¬ 
orously tested alternative.” 

They said that they took the health 
and safety of all residents and users of 
the building extremely seriously and 
were doing everything possible to 
ensure they were safe while the panels 
were replaced. 

That includes meeting the requirements 
of fire safety checks carried out last week 
by the London Fire Brigade. 

Unlike Grenfell Tower, the block does 
contain modern safety features including a 
sprinkler system, wet risers, fire-fighting 
lift, smoke ventilation shafts, fire protec¬ 
tion lobbies and secured exit routes. 

They said that when the block was built 
between 2012 and 2015 the cladding fitted 
complied with all the appropriate statutory 
approvals required including building reg¬ 
ulations and building warranty. 

No specific date has been given for the 
removal of the cladding although the state¬ 
ment said they would endeavour to carry it 
out “as early as possible”. 

They added :“We thank our residents 
for their patience and support at this 
difficult time.”

Nursing home under threat of closure 


A NURSING home for the elderly run by Haringey 
Council is facing the threat of closure after failing to 
resolve serious shortcomings in standards of safety 
and quality of care. 

A decision to consult on a recommendation to 
close Osborne Grove, in Tollington Park Road, Fins¬ 
bury Park, has been agreed by the council’s cabinet. 

The home has capacity for 36 residents, but cur- 
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rently has only 18 after new placements were 
banned. It was placed in special measures after 
Care Quality Commission checks rated its qual¬ 
ity of care “inadequate” overall. 

Enforcement warnings were issued that the 
home was failing to comply with its statutory 
duty to ensure residents were eating meals and 
drinking adequate amounts of fluids, medicines 
were being managed properly and high-risk res¬ 
idents were being monitored correctly. 

Follow-up checks found that the problems 
remained despite an action plan by manage¬ 
ment and staff to address the issues. 

In a report to the cabinet, protracted staffing 
issues linked to ineffective management, com¬ 
petency and performance issues were blamed. 

It said that concerns about the safety and 
well-being of residents had rendered alternative 
options to enter into a partnership with the NHS 
to deliver care to await the outcome of the re¬ 
inspection by the CCQ as “untenable”. 


“We are working closely with Osborne Grove 
residents and their families to discuss their 
needs in detail, consider next steps and ensure 
that residents get the appropriate care while a 
decision is made about the long-term future of 
Osborne Grove,” says the report. 

Concern has been raised by the council's Lib¬ 
eral Democrat opposition that vulnerable resi¬ 
dents were at risk of being uprooted. 

“The people who use Osborne Grove and 
their carers are now in a very vulnerable posi¬ 
tion and the council does not have an alternative 
council-run nursing home they can send people 
to,” said Pippa Connor, Lib Dem spokeswoman 
for health and adult care services. 

“I hope every effort will be made to ensure 
the much-needed improvements happen quickly 
so that during the consultation the people who 
use Osborne Grove and their carers are given 
genuine options and that closure is not the only 
option they are given.”

A TOTTENHAM man has been jailed for 
seven years for acquiring guns while 
prohibited from owning firearms. 

Sultan Meer, of The Roundway, was 
sentenced at the Old Bailey on Friday after 
being found guilty in April of a string of 
firearms-related offences. 

He had claimed he was an antique gun 
collector, but although many of the firearms 
he took delivery of were old and obsolete, 
with some dating back to the 1930s, they 
were still capable of firing bullets. 
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Additional fire safety 
checks for five blocks

ADDITIONAL fire safety checks are to 
be carried out on cladding covering five 
of Enfield Council’s tower blocks. 

Further “in-depth checks” have been 
deemed necessary after all 54 of the 
borough’s blocks were inspected fol¬ 
lowing the Grenfell Tower disaster. 

None of the borough’s blocks was 
found to have the same combustible 
cladding which is believed to have 
contributed to the rapid spread of fire at 
the west London tower block where 79 
people so far are known to have lost 
their lives. 

But following the top-to-bottom 
inspection and audit of Enfield’s high- 
rise homes - which were completed on 
June 16 - further checks on rainscreen 


cladding on five of the council’s blocks 
are being carried out with the London 
Fire Brigade. 

The locations of the blocks have not 
been revealed by the council. 

A council spokesman said: “Follow¬ 
ing the tragic events in Kensington on 
Tuesday night (June 13), we arranged a 
top-to-bottom inspection and audit of 
all of our tower blocks as an additional 
precaution and completed that process 
by June 16. 

“Five blocks do have rainscreen 
cladding - but this is not the same 
cladding as used on Grenfell Tower. 

“For some of these blocks we are 
carrying out in-depth checks with 
the London Fire Brigade to ensure 
that residents are safe and that any 
issues that need to be addressed are 
dealt with promptly.”

His actual quote was: “We were 
making steady progress searching 
every flat going through every flat 
and every room” and it specifically 
related to those flats which were able 
to be searched at that time. 

The quote reported may have given 
the impression crews had searched all 
the flats.

Sex attack:

AN Edmonton man, 
who carried out a 
serious sexual assault 
on a 13-year-old

McKenzie was 
charged with one count 
of sexual activity with a 
child under 16 and 
pleaded guilty at a 
hearing last month. 
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London’s calling... 


AN explorer embarking on a 
month’s trek across London’s 32 
boroughs as part of a campaign to 
make the capital the world’s first 
National Park City started his mis¬ 
sion in Enfield last week. 

Daniel Raven-Ellison is raising 
awareness of the campaign, which 
aims to make London more green, 
boost its biodiversity, improve air 
quality and connect more children 
to nature. 

The 37-year-old, who is a 
National Geographic magazine 
explorer, set off from Enfield Island 
Village, near Sewardstone Marsh, 
on Friday morning. 

The campaign was started three 
years ago in a bid to make green 
spaces more accessible to Londoners. 

The initiative has been backed by 
mayor of London Sadiq Khan and 
238 council wards across the capi¬ 
tal - and requires support from 


another 86 to turn the idea into real¬ 
ity. Daniel, who is from Ealing, in 
west London, will walk in a giant 
spiral around the city and set off 
from Enfield because it “made 
sense geographically to start in 
north London”. 

“It’s one of the most beautiful 
parts of London and it was a great 
pleasure,” he added. 

Daniel met Malcolm Goodwin, 
vice-principal of Capel Manor 
College, in Bullsmoor Lane, along 
the route through Enfield and dis¬ 
cussed ways to encourage students 
to pursue careers around horticul¬ 
tural and arboriculture. 

Daniel, who taught geography for 
seven years, said that while Lon¬ 
don’s green spaces had been 
improved, more could be achieved. 

“We can do so much to improve 
the quality of our waterways and 
create cleaner air,” he explained. 


“London is a world leader when it 
comes to ecology.” 

Last year Daniel completed a 
1,686km trek across all of the UK’s 
national parks and cities while 
wearing an EEG, which recorded 
his emotions by detecting electrical 
activity in the brain. 

The Wild Cities project explored 
how nature and areas in the environ¬ 
ment can improve quality of life. 

Daniel is aiming to complete his 
current expedition next month in 
Temple, in central London, on 
Wednesday, July 26. 

“Making London a national park 
city is an opportunity to make the 
capital greener, healthier, more 
active, enjoyable, resilient and pros¬ 
perous,” added Daniel. 

“The great thing is that anyone 
can be part of it. Just plant some- I 
thing or explore somewhere new 
and you’ll be living it.”

New MP admits he's still learning parliamentary ropes

LESS than a fortnight ago the people of Enfield 
Southgate voted for Bambos Charalambous to 
be their new MP. 

The Labour underdog and Enfield councillor - 
who was never expected to win - beat David 
Burrowes, who had been the constituency MP 
from 2005 to 2017, by a whopping nine per cent, 
bagging a 4,355-vote majority and shocking and 
delighting voters in equal measure. 

It was surreal. He recalls: “It was a surprise in 
some ways, but I was getting information 
throughout the evening and it looked as if we 
were going to do it. 

“We’d had a targeted campaign - people 
were unhappy about Brexit and lack of funding 
for schools, and, of course, there were lots of 
voters suddenly coming of age who were 
behind Labour. 

“The rappers, the young people, they were all 
engaging with politics, many of them for the 
first time.” 

Now in Westminster, flanked by machine 
gun-carrying police officers, he’s like the new 
boy at school. 

He keeps getting lost as he tries to find his way 
around the tiled passageways, plush green car¬ 
peted stairs and dark underground corridors. 

He said: “I’ve been getting lost frequently. It’s 
a rabbit warren. Stephen [Twigg] has been 
showing me round. The other day he took me 
down a corridor that pops out behind the 
Speaker’s chair.” 

Mr Twigg, MP for Liverpool West Derby, is 
Mr Charalambous’ self-appointed “minder” and 
is, of course, the man who famously ousted Con¬ 
servative Michael Portillo in Enfield Southgate 


as Tony Blair’s Labour Party swept to power in 
1997. Mr Charalambous, 49, of Palmers Green, 
is keen to be heard and made his maiden 
speech this week, but has yet to be assigned an 
office - at the moment he’s “squatting” in Mr 
Twigg’s room. 

He added: “I’m a lawyer, so I’ll be fighting 
for justice and for education. 

“That’s what the people of Enfield are really 
concerned about - funding for schools and a 
good education for their children.” 

He’s resigned from his legal job with Hackney 
Council and won’t be standing again as a coun¬ 
cillor for Palmers Green next year. 

He’s also decided to say no to his councillor’s 
wage in the meantime because he doesn’t 
think it’s right to be getting paid an MP’s 
wage concurrently. 

So what’s he been doing, apart from getting 
lost in the corridors of power? 

“A big part of the job is answering emails and 
letters from constituents,” he said. 

“I was out in New Southgate in the flats oppo¬ 
site Arnos Grove reassuring people following 
the Grenfell Tower fire. 

“And, of course, I’ve been to a few summer 
fairs and school fetes. 

“And fielding calls from Cyprus.” 

He’s the first MP who is wholly Cypriot - both 
his parents are from Cyprus. 

Journalists have been turning up to the village 
in Cyprus where his family lives asking cousins 
and aunts for a story. 

As if on cue, approaching Westminster Abbey, 
a tourist in a Yankees cap shakes his hand, say¬ 
ing “Well done, well done! That was a great job, 
congratulations. 

“I didn’t vote for you. but I would have done. 
I’m from Chipping Barnet.” 



‘Fighting for justice and education’: New 
Enfield Southgate MP Bambos Charalambous 
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Trio who smuggled cocaine into 
UK are handed lengthy jail terms

THREE Enfield men who were part of a drugs 
gang supplying cocaine smuggled into the UK 
have received lengthy jail terms. 

Ringleader Anastasious Pisiridis, 37 - also 
known as Andreas Lamprou - of Florence 
Avenue, Enfield, was sent to prison for 14 
years at Wood Green Crown Court 

Faskai Arsen, 29 - also known as Alexan- 
drous Michailidis - of Wigston Close, Edmon¬ 
ton, was given 10 years. 

Brooklyn Wicks, 25, of Holmwood Road, 
Enfield Lock, was jailed for five years. 

Lorry driver Georgi Minchev, 29, a Bulgar¬ 
ian national, was sentenced to 11 years and six 
months in prison. 

All four defendants had previously pleaded 
guilty to charges of conspiracy to import 
and supply class A drugs at the same court on 
February 3. 

The drugs were smuggled by Minchev and 
handed over in pre-arranged pick-ups which 
often took place at a lay-by on the A10 Great 
Cambridge Road in Enfield. 

Pisiridis organised the operation and his 
accomplices Wicks and Arsen would collect 
the packages of drugs from Minchev. 

Police had been keeping them under 
surveillance and in October 3 last year Wicks 
was arrested after he was spotted collecting a 
large bag from Minchev on the A10. 

He had driven off with bag before being 
stopped by police, but before he was appre¬ 
hended he had discarded a number of packages 


from the car which when recovered were found 
to contain 7kgs of cocaine. 

A month later, on November 23, another 
exchange was carried out on the A10, this time 
between Minchev and Arsen, who received a 
package containing 4kgs of cocaine. 

Both men arrested and following a search of 
Arsen’s car with assistance from a police 
search dog cocaine was recovered concealed in 
a hideaway. 

On the same day, Pisiridis was arrested 
a short distance away on the A10 after 
officers had spotted him acting as a look-out 
after driving past Minchev’s lorry before 
the exchange. 

A search of Pisiridis’s home uncovered 
£44,000 in cash inside a safe and officers 
seized £2,000 in cash from Arsen’s home along 
with five 1kg blocks of cocaine stashed inside 
a kitchen cupboard. 

Speaking after they were jailed. Detective 
Inspector Andy Whitewood, of the Met 
Police’s Specialist Intelligence Section, said: 
“Drugs and associated criminality cause a 
huge amount of harm to local communities, so 
this operation and result is good news for the 
people of Enfield. 

“Pisiridis was organising for these drugs to 
be brought into the UK and arranging for them 
to then be distributed across the Enfield area, 
which would have fuelled other criminality and 
antisocial behaviour. 

“This is an excellent result and is the culmi¬ 
nation of several months of hard work by the 
Organised Crime Command investigating the 
case,” added Det Insp Whitewood.

Dismay as park’s Eid party is 
called off due to safety fears

SAFETY concerns over the swelling 
number of people due to attend led 
to the cancellation of an Eid celebra¬ 
tion party. 

Thousands of Muslims were prepar¬ 
ing to mark the end of Ramadan at 
the one-day festival in Pymmes Park, 
in Edmonton, on Sunday. 

But their hopes were dashed and 
thousands of worshippers from the 
Assunnah Islamic Centre, in Totten¬ 
ham, were left “bitterly disappointed” 
by the event’s cancellation. 

Enfield Council and the Met Police 
decided last week that due to safety 


concerns over the 
proposed number 
of people expected 
to attend the event 
it could not go 
ahead - but they 
were still welcome 
to go and pray in 
the park on the 
same day. 

Last year there 
were 4,000 attendees at the same 
event and this year organisers pre¬ 
dicted there could be up to 7,000. 

A council spokesman said: “Due to 
the overwhelming success of last 
year’s event and late notification that 
predicted numbers of attendees for

this year’s event 
would far exceed 
capacity, we were 
reluctantly forced 
to cancel the Eid 
Festival at Pymmes 
Park for safety rea¬ 
sons. 

“The council and 
the police are of the 
view that the num¬ 
ber of expected attendees, coupled 
with the size of the park and the geog¬ 
raphy of the surrounding area, made it 
impossible for an event of this scale to 
be safely managed at this location. 

“Although this year’s event was can¬ 
celled, we hope to work with the 


organisers next year to arrange a suc¬ 
cessful event at an alternative loca¬ 
tion. Worshippers were still welcome 
to attend morning prayers in the park 
to mark Eid.” 

The Ramadan month of fasting, 
during which believers abstain from 
eating and drinking during daylight 
hours, started on May 27. The date 
of Eid depends on the sighting of 
the new crescent moon and its cele¬ 
bration varies. 

The Assunnah Islamic Centre was 
unwilling to comment in the light 
of ongoing discussions with the 
council, other than to say that the 
community was “extremely upset 
and disappointed”.

Perfectly App-y

FORGET the clipboard at the 
end of the bed, nurses at North 
Middlesex University Hospital 
have discovered the perfect 
tonic - a new app, known as 
Perfect Ward. 

The app, which replaces pen 
and paper audits, enables the 
hospital’s inpatient wards, 
emergency department and 
critical care unit to collect and 
review important data more 
quickly, saving each team up to 
eight hours per week. 

It also creates a “live report”, 
which staff can see at the touch 
of a button as soon as the data 
is complete. 

Corrina Hulkes, one of the 
hospital’s heads of nursing, led 
a successful trial of Perfect 
Ward which included 1,000 
audits on four inpatient wards. 

It proved so successful that 
the trust has now ordered the 
software and ipads the team use 
for all 20 of the hospital’s 
wards, its emergency depart¬ 
ment and critical care unit. 

She said: “Perfect Ward has 
enabled us to collect the data 
we need faster so we can spend 
more time providing high qual¬ 
ity patient care and ensuring 
patients are safe. 

“The app is easy to use which 
means the nursing staff can do 
it quickly without it impacting 
on their busy schedules, and 
being able to see the results 
immediately means they are 
able to act on the information 


and give feedback to the nurs¬ 
ing teams, highlight and correct 
issues at once.” 

Six audits are carried out 
each week by a ward manager, 
head of nursing or a matron. 
Using the app they take about 
30 minutes to complete, com¬ 
pared to about two-and-a-half 
hours previously. 

Deborah Wheeler, director of 
nursing and midwifery at the 
hospital, in Sterling Way, 
Edmonton, said: “Having 
piloted the app across a number 
of wards, our staff were clear 


that it helped them to be much 
more responsive to their audit 
findings. They can now focus 
on sorting things out, rather 
than spending time on data 
entry from paper forms. 

“Our senior nursing team 
now can see at a glance the key 
issues and good practice across 
all their wards, which also frees 
them up to support staff in 
resolving problems. 

“After piloting the app, we 
were clear that we didn’t 
want to go back to paper- 
based audits!”

We need answers after blaze 


THE fire at Grenfell Tower was a 
tragedy and all our thoughts are with 
the victims, those who have lost loved 
ones and the people who are still wait¬ 
ing to know the fate of family members 
and friends. 

More must be done to prevent 
another fire of this kind happening 
again. Haringey Liberal Democrats 
believe that fire and planning regula¬ 
tions must be tightened for tall 
buildings to ensure they are as safe 
as can be. Clearly, this kind of flamma¬ 
ble cladding for buildings must also 
be banned.

Elderly victim’s been 
failed by the system 


AT Action on Elder Abuse, we read 
with great dismay your story (June 14) 
about Mairead Tansley, the “carer” 
who was jailed after leaving the vul¬ 
nerable older man she was paid to care 
for in a state of “extreme neglect”. 

It is worth noting that this case high¬ 
lights a major regulatory failing in our 
care system. 

For Ms Tansley was not an “unregis¬ 
tered carer”, but a “personal assistant”, 
a role which the government chose to 
remove from the regulations that gov¬ 
ern those working in similar roles with 
vulnerable people, such as home helps. 

She was not acting outside the law, 
but well within it. 

It is inevitable that this hands-off 
approach from the government will 
sometimes end in terrible situations 
like the one we have seen here. 

Leaving such relationships unbound 
by any sort of regulation or code of 
practice is a recipe for disaster. 

Being “empowered” to manage 
your own care should not mean 
increasing the potential for unscrupu¬ 


lous people to abuse or neglect you. 
And as too often happens in cases in 
which the victim is an older person, the 
sentence handed out was insulting - 
just nine months for leaving a 
90-year-old “emaciated, dehydrated 
and delirious”. 

In what way is that a deterrent? In 
what way does that punishment fit 
the crime? 

The victim here has been failed by a 
system that facilitated a cruel and heart¬ 


less woman to obtain a position of trust, 
failed by the criminal who entered his 
home and failed finally by the justice 
system which, yet again, has shown that 
it has little regard for the suffering of 
older people.

Manfred Mann, they will also be perform¬ 
ing new material from Makin’ Tracks, their 
fifth album since reuniting 26 years ago. 

It’s 55 years since the original Manfred 
Mann rose to prominence and original 
members Paul Jones (harmonica and 
vocals), Tom McGuinness (guitars) and 
Mike Hugg (keyboards) are all in their 70s, 
yet are still touring and recording and 
showing no signs of slowing down. 

They are joined by stalwarts Marcus 
Cliffe (bass), Simon Currie (flute and saxo¬ 
phone) and Rob Townsend (drums). 

After the original Manfred Mann split up 


in 1969 (Jones having already departed in 
1966), members of the band enjoyed solo 
success - Jones as an actor and founder 
of The Blues Band, McGuinness in 
McGuinness Flint and Hugg composing 
film scores as well as co-writing the theme 
tune to the TV comedy series The Likely 
Lads. 

They reformed in 1991 for McGuinness’s 
50th birthday and enjoyed it so much they 
have continued touring and have no plans 
to stop. 

“We all enjoy it too much,” he said. 

“It’s great getting paid to do what you 
love for a living and it’s far too late now for 
me to get a ‘proper’ job.” 

He says the band will concentrate on 
some of the earlier bluesy material as well 
as playing a lot of the hits and a few tracks 
off the new album. 

“It will be a great night as Paul always 
gets the audience going and it’s great 
hearing them join in all the songs,” 
added McGuinness 

As a fascinating historical footnote 
before Jones joined Manfred Mann, he 
turned down an offer to be the singer with 
a band Keith Richards and Brian Jones 
were forming. 

That band became The Rolling Stones 
and the relatively unknown Mick Jagger 
landed the job Jones didn’t want.

T HE formula for the BMW 4 
Series is a simple one. Take 
one regular 3 Series, remove 
the rear doors for a sportier, coupe 
body style and slap a 4 Series badge 
on the back. 

The 440i Coupe we have here - 
with the exception of the barnstorm¬ 
ing M4 - is the flagship model in the 
4 Series line-up. 

To the untrained eye, the changes to 
this latest version are rather subtle. 

The exterior has been gently 
redesigned, with some fancy LED 
lights appearing at the front and rear 
of the car. 

Inside, BMW has worked to impro¬ 
ve the cabin’s “perceived quality”, 
adding three new upholstery colours 
to the options list, as well as three 
new choices for interior trim strips. 

While it might be a familiar shape, 
there’s no denying the facelifted 


BMW 440i is still an incredibly 
smart-looking car. 

It cuts the right balance between 
muscular athleticism and reserved 
refinement, giving it a near-perfect 
Q-car appearance - particularly on 
the smaller wheels and winter tyres 
that were fitted to our test car. 

Open the door and lower yourself 
into the snug seats and you’ll find a 
cabin that oozes quality in that classic 
BMW fashion. 

Everything feels purposeful and 
solidly put together, while the con¬ 
trols all fall easily to hand. Hard, 
scratchy plastics are tough to find, 
with only a small amount adorning 
the lower reaches of the doors. 

However, while the BMW’s interior 
might look the part, the seats fitted to 
our test car were on the firm side, 
leaving us feeling rather stiff after 
an afternoon blatting around the 
German countryside. 

Up front, the driver and passenger 


will find head and shoulder room 
more than abundant. While this 
might be a sports coupe, you’ll feel a 
long way from claustrophobic. 

Aside from the rather unforgiving 
seats, complaints should be kept to a 
minimum in this department. 

Yes, the 440i does have a set of rear 
seats - although you’ll find them 
close to useless when it comes to fer¬ 
rying around anyone other than chil¬ 
dren. Stick to the 3 Series if you want 
properly usable back seats. 

Boot space is abundant, with the 
440i offering up a respectable 425 
litres of storage capacity - more 
than enough to swallow a couple 
of suitcases. 

Prices for the 440i start at a consid¬ 
erable £43,430 - meaning it isn’t 
exactly a cheap car to buy. 

That said, however, it is only avail¬ 
able in the M Sport trim, which does 
include a fair amount of goodies as 
standard, such as 18-inch alloys, M 


Sport suspension, satellite naviga¬ 
tion, more aggressive body styling, 
leather upholstery and LED head¬ 
lamps and tail lamps. 

A particular highlight is the 440i’s 
infotainment system, which is 
arguably one of the best currently 
on sale. 

The dash-mounted display is 
incredibly fluid and very easy to read. 
The head-up display that is included 
as part of the BMW Professional Plus 
package is also a nice touch, showing 
information such as speed and sat- 
nav prompts directly in the driver’s 
line of sight and reducing time spent 
with your eyes off the road. 

The BMW 440i is targeted at suc¬ 
cessful, middle-aged buyers who 
want the sportiness that its 3.0-litre, 
six-cylinder engine provides, without 
the high-performance set-up of the 
M4. To many, the 440i will offer the 
perfect balance between everyday 
drivability and high-speed fun.

Lessons learnt: Hugo Lloris believes Spurs will do better in the Champions League 

WE WILL 
IMPROVE

SKIPPER Hugo Lloris is adamant that Totten¬ 
ham Hotspur will be better prepared for the 
Champions League next season following their 
disappointing performances in the competition 
last time around. 

Spurs struggled to make an impact in the 
Champions League last season, losing to even¬ 
tual semi-finalists Monaco home and away and 
also being beaten at home by Bayer Leverkusen 
as they were eliminated at the group stages 
despite a comfortable victory against CSKA 
Moscow in their last match. 

A second-placed finish in the Premier League 
means that they have again qualified automati¬ 
cally for the group stages of the Champions 
League next season, and Lloris is confident that 
they will have learned from their experiences of 
12 months ago. 

“The only disappointment was the Champions 
League,” the goalkeeper said. “That was a strange 
campaign. It wasn’t Tottenham, it wasn’t our 
identity and we can have some regrets. 

“I did question how we might deal with that 
back in the Premier League because we fought 
all season to get into the Champions League and 
as soon as you are there, you fail - and not just 
the results but the way we played. 

“The reaction of the team was fantastic though 


and, step by step, we became stronger and 
stronger. That means we learned from our mis¬ 
takes and that’s positive.” 

Meanwhile, Erik Lamela and Danny Rose are 
both expected to miss the start of the new season 
as they continue their recovery from long-term 
injuries. 

Argentina forward Lamela underwent surgery 
on a hip problem in early April after spending 
much of the season on the sidelines and is 
unlikely to have regained full fitness in time for 
Spurs’ Premier League opener at Newcastle 
United in August. 

And left-back Rose is not expected to be fit 
until September as he recovers from surgery on a 
damaged knee which has kept him out of action 
since the end of January. 

Rose’s enforced absence resulted in Ben 
Davies being given a extended run in the side at 
left-back, and the Welsh international admitted 
that he had enjoyed featuring on a regular basis. 

“I think it’s been nice to have a run of games,” 
he said. “Especially as a full-back, every game 
has to be about consistency and the more games 
you can play in a row the better really. 

“When you get that run of games, you get that 
little bit sharper, a little bit fresher and sometimes 
that just comes with playing. It’s been nice to have 
got a couple of goals as well. I’ve really enjoyed 
playing in the last few months and I feel I’ve 
been doing alright.” 


Skolars struggling 
to make top eight 

THE London Skolars face a hugely uphill task if 
they are to secure a top-eight spot when rugby 
league’s Kingstone Press League One splits in two 
next month following their 20-10 defeat at home 
to Barrow Raiders on Saturday.
